After defendant hud been sworn and denied the charge in 
the most jmsltive and circumstantial manner, the State's Attorney asked 
him: Did' you not do the same tutug with this one and that one and several 
others? He asked Mime fourteen accusing questions for the manifest purpose 
of ijolsoiitng the mind of the jury and by each accusing question the State's 
Attorney did in effect affirm Hint tt •waJr'ttW. It1 Is high time for this 
Court to make known that such a procedure will isdt;'be tolerated and that 
it is cause for disbarment. In the eomWtft of ft' ^hstS no attorney has a right 
to make himself n witness by putting Hocusing' or vexatious questions. Under 
such a procedure a mans' innocence Is no protection. The veriest Saint may 
be subject to blackmail by any party nr jiartles who can safely use a little 
girl as the hero or scapegoat. Indeed, if the accused had been as pure as the 
angels a'bove, it would have been better for him to have paid $1,000 than to

The prosecution is under this statute; Sec. 102T50: "Every person who 


wilfully nnd wrongfully commits any act which grossly injures the person 
or proifcrty <>f another, or which grossly disturbs the public peace or health, 
or which openly outrages public decency and is injurious to public morals, is 
guilty uf u misdemeanor." 


The complaint is for an art which grossly injures the person of another 


and not an act injurious to property or public peace, or public health, public 
decency, or anything public. There Is no averment or claim that the act in 
question was public. It is needless to review the manifest errors appearing 
of record. In a prosecution for an net which is grossly injurious to the 
person of another the Informaton and the evidence must state facts showing 
some material physical Injury to the person and not merely a mental or moral 
injury, such as may result from vile or abusive language. The statute plainly 
refers to n willful act which does a great injury to the physical person of 
another- Neither In the complaint nor in the evidence is there any statement 
of facts showing a gross Injury or any Injury to the physical person of 
another.

"The struggle for principles so mu- 


tually contradictory cannot terminate 
in a draw, irat only in a decisive vic- 
tory for one or the other of the ad- 
versaries. Only defeat of the German 
militarism can result to'happiness. 


"Peace in the present 
condition 


would only be an armistice of lesser 
or greater duration. * Do not forget 
that the working classes of Germany 
however socialistic, ardently desire 
victory for -Germany, and her defeat 
by the Allies would be like the blow 
of a club for the workers of Ger- 
many, who naturally support the im- 
perialistic aspirations of their gov- 
eminent."
